NO.CLASH WITH FORD 
BY GENERAL MOTORS 


President Sloan Says That 
There Is Room Enough in 
the ‘Industry for All. 


PRAISES FORD AND HIS CAR 


Low-Priced and High-Priced 
Cars Occupy Separate Fields 
That Comiplement Each Other.

DETROIT, .Mich., Sept. 28.—Al!- 
fred P. Sloan Jr., President! of the 
General .Motors, Corporation, in an 
address at the General Motors prov- 
ing grounds today to 200 automobile 
tepresentatives from newspapers in 
thirty-four States, paid a tribute to 


Henry Ford’s early optimism regard- |‘ 


ing the future of the automobile and 
said the new Ford would undoubt- 
edly make a wide appeal, 

Mr. Sloan réferred to his first ac- 
q aintance with Mr. Ford during the 
early automotile shows in’ Madison 
Square) Garden.dn New York. Mr. 
Sloan was then associated with a 
company making roller’ bearings. 
They were adapted to automobile use 
and Mr. Ford became, interested in 
them. 

“Mr. Ford became ‘our best cus 
tomer,” said) Mr. Sloan. “‘My start in 
life was greatly helped by the sup- 
port he gave our little ne at 
that time. 

“I do not think many of us appre- 
ciate the tremendous debt wé owe to 
Mr. Ford, for riot only his conception 
of an idea, but his sticking to it. 
Other people who had.the idea. did 
not stick to it, they permitted the'r 
cars to get more costly and therefore 
lost their position, 

“Tf the past is any indication of the 
future, the new Ford car will be a 
car that will appeal to a great mais 
of people. Naturally, that car must 
meet present conditions, but the 
basic idea is likely‘to be the same. 

*“‘General Motors is in quite a dif- 
ferent position. General Motors’ idea 
is to make a‘car of greater luxury 
than the Ford, a car that properly 
belongs to the next higher price 
class. With every price car there is 
a definite market. This applies to 
the Cadillac.as well as it does to the 
Ford. 

“Any manufacturer that will give 
to the, public a definite number of 
dollars’ worth of value and do it con- 
structively and honestly will get 2 
certain proportion of the market that 
belongs to that number of dollars. 
There is plenty of opportunity in the 
world today for Mr. Fotd to give the 
public honest value, which of course 
he. will; do,, with .the.result..that he 
will sell an enormous number of cars 
‘per year, and-there-is-an.equal op- 
portunity for General Motors to give 
the public ‘honest’ valtie’ at ‘a’ higher.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Sept. 28.— 
County Judge Franklin Taylor of 
Brooklyn, speaking today before the 
Asbury Park Rotary Club, urged leg- 
islation to make the stealing of auto- 
mobiles more hazardous.

MINEOLA, L. I., Sept. 28.—Kight 
inatitanerta charging violation’ of 
gambling laws were handed up today 
here by the Nassau County Septem- 
ber Grand Jury...The,.presentment 
which accompanied the indictments 
accused ‘‘charitable and fraternal oz- 
tions as well as some 
churches’? in the county with coui- 
ducting bazaars in which gambling 
Was openly practiced ‘‘when a part 
or all of the proceeds are used for 

charitable and benevolent purposes. 

Two of those named are said to »e 
prominent men in Long Beach. The 
other six are said to be concession- 
aires who ran gambling wheels on 

Beach Boardwalk this 

. Frank Frankel, former 

Mayor and President of the Long 

Beach Hospital Association, was un- 

officially told tonight that his name 
was listed among the indicted men. 

“I’m not surprised,’ said Mr. 
Frankel. ‘‘I’ll await the action of the 
District Attorney.’’ 

rank G. Waidron, President -f 
the Long Beach West Club, said he 
had already learned of an _ indict- 
ment against h_mselft and planned to 
organize a joint defense. 

County Judge Lewis’ J. Smith re- 
ceived the presentment, which is the 
upshot of a Summer-long fight by 
District pF hens Edwards against 
‘tmoney wheels’’ and other gambling 
devices along the Boardwalk. in the 
course of the fight recourse was had 
to a number of injunctions obtained 
from Supreme Court Justices which 
forbade Edwards from interfering 
with the wheels. The injunctions 
have now expired. 


Warrants Out for Eight. 


Warrants for eight arrests followed 
and will soon be served, it is ex- 
pected. The jury completed yester- 
day a three weeks’ investigation, in 
which fifty-seven witnesses were 
heard, some of them prominent wo- 
men interested in the Long Beach 
Hospital and other charities. ‘The jury 
heard testimony of several operatives 
of the District Attorney’s office 
who had been watching the situation 
at Long beach all Summer, they saia, 
and found that gambling was taking 
place in violation of the law under 
the guise of charity. 

The Grand: Jury also saw, before 
it was destroyed, several thousands 
of doilars worth of gambling para- 
phernalia, including a number of 
ornately ornamented roulette wheels 
and other devices for games of 
chance. Two of the wheels were 
crooked, Mr. Edwards told the jury. 


The Grand Jury’s presentment, 


chides the charitable-minded citizens 
of the seaside resort for hindering 
the law through the injunctions for 


the sake of charity and demands an |* 


investigation of the conduct of law- 
yers who sought the injunctions. 

‘‘Those associated with such enter- 
prises,’’ the presentment ‘read in 
part, ‘‘attempt to justify their actions 
because it is done for charity and 
contend that the end justifies the 
means.

“Such practise is gambling and is 
a violation of the laws of this State.

“As a result of this investigation, 
we believe that the conduct of cer- 
tain attorneys should be investigated 
by the Grievance Committee of the 
Nassau Bar Association, to whom we 
request the District Attorney to sub- 
mit the matter.”

Union Theological Seminary began 
ite ninety-second year yesterday with 
a pervice late yesterday afternoon in 
the chapel of the Seminary, Broa/- 
way at 120th Street. The Rev. Henry 
Sloane Coffin, who has completed his 
first year as head of the institution, 
presided, and Professor E. W. Ly- 
man of the Faculty, delivered.an ad- 
dress on ‘“‘The Living God and the 
Christian Purpose.’’

In his address Professor Lyman 
said that the call today to the young 
Christian minister was for a mes- 
sage of clarity and vigor.

YALE TO OPEN TODAY 
WITH 887 FRESHMEN 


F orty-three States Are States Are Represent- 


ed by Those Chosen From 
1,760 Candidates.

NEW HAVEN, Conn.,. Sept. 28.— 
The class of 1931 arrived at Yale to- 
night for the opening of the 227th 
year of Yale tomorrow morning. The 
class numbers. 887,. according to the 
announcement of the _ university 
Board of Admissions, which’ said 
that about .1,760 candidates had ap- 
plied for entrance. 

Of the 887 students admitted, 24 
per cent. entered under plan B, 
which meets the needs of students 
prepared in sections of the country 
where the schools do not offer pre- 
paratory courses as in the Hast. 

Only twenty-six students were ad- 
mitted to the freshman class by 
transfer from other colleges or uni- 
versities. Forty-one were readmit- 
ted from the freshman class of 1930 
or earlier. 

Of the 887 students, 240 are from 
Connecticut with 102 of these being 
from New Haven. New York is 
represented by 205 students. Forty- 
three States and the District of 
Columbia, as well as Hawaii and 
Canada are represented in this class.

Bahe, Ruth is set, ready and on 
edge for a last supreme effort that 
he” confidently hopes will send him 
blazing to a new. home run record 
before the final bell sounds on the 
American League campaign. The 
Babe’s big drive will.commence this 
afternoon, at the Yankee Stadium, 
when the Yanks will open their clos- 
ing: three-game series of the league 
schedule with the Senators. 

.In these three remaining games 
Ruth,- now in possession of fifty- 
seven circuit clouts, will have to 
average a homer a game in order 
to surpass his 1921 record of fifty- 
nine. It looms as a herculean task, 
but the Babe is prepared for it and 


means to make it even if it requires 


mightier swinging than ever before. 

There is no denying that the Babe 
has his heart set on a new record 
and wants it badly. Back in 1921, 
after the Babe had carved his mark 
of fifty-nine,: experts were free in 
predicting that the record, unless 
surpassed at once in the year or two 
to follow by Ruth himself, doubtless 
would stand for ago 4 years. As sea- 
son after season rolled by with the 
Babe, as well as all others, failing 
to approach the mark the critics 
were convinced that the high-water 
mark in home run hitting had been 
reached. 


Babe Anxious to Set Mark. 


But today, six years later, finds 
the Babe standing on the threshold 
of topping that great record. It has 
been an arduous campaign and Ruth 
himself realizes quite fully that the 
breaks of the game may never afford 
DebbooMme- Hele] Acl-) mmejeleleraatet tame) Mmm -<-1 AA bel-4 
that close to the mark again.

Rickard was not at 
his office in Madison Square Gar- 
den, where it was said the promoter 
was engaged in a business meeting 
downtown with the corporation’s 
board of directors. It was denied 
that the issuance of a Federal war- 
rant for the arrest of Rickard in 
connection with the showing of mo- 
tion pictures of the Chicago bout 
had anything to do with the pro- 


Secretary Al Loose | pj 


announced that: Rickard had no in- 

terest in the. production or distribu- 

tion of the fight films, sharing only 

in the possible profits.

Flynn Silent on Payment.

Flynn’s only comment on the mat- 
ter was: ‘‘The sum I received from 
Jack was not covered by an agree- 
ment. It was satisfactory and it 
would have been all right if I had 
received nothing for what I did for 
him.

Dempsey was. host to a squad of 
newspapermen and photographers 
yesterday at the Ambassador. The 
former champion posed on the hotel 
roof for pictures and then gave an 
interview. 

He reiterated his desire for another 
bout with Tunney and expressed the 


conviction that he could knock out 
Gene ‘‘even if they extend the count 
to forty.’’ He repeated that he had 
not been instructed before the bout 
began that a count would not be 
started on a knockdown until the 
boxer scoring the knockdown had 
retreated to a néutral corner. He 
also said that his continuance in box- 
ing depends: on future developments. 


Plans Visit to Wilmington. 


’ Dempsey plans to leave tonight for 
Wilmington, Del., to spend a few 
days with the parents of his wife.

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THE SMALL FRY OF POLITICS. 


It is not only the big fish that 
peteyetates thet) think of when it comes to 
nominating. candidates. They are 
even more. concerned about the nu- 
merous minnows that may be swept 
along. In the midst of all the clamor 
about choosing a man who will run 
well for the Presidency, the captains 
of ‘hundreds; and the captains of 
fifties, in the cities and counties, are 
really paying much more attention 
to “local”. candidates. Will the 
nominee for Chief Executive of the 
nation help to elect here an Assem- 
blyman, there a Sheriff, elsewhere a 
County .Judge, in another place a 
Mayor, in one State or another a 
Governor? ‘These are the questions 
which stand first in the considera- 
tion of the men Who -spend their 
nights and days. in» playing «the 
political game on. the smaller scale. 
When Woodrow WILSON was nomi- 
nated as Governor of New Jersey, 
several regional Democratic bosses 
who had fought him bitterly rallied 
to his support. The reason ‘they 
gave was that théy were very 
desirous of electing some minor offi- 
cials, and thought: that these would 
be able to swim into office in the 
wake of the Governor. 

Already politicians in both parties 
are discussing the next Presidential 
campaign’ in its bearing upon their 
local, even their parochial, interests. 
Will a strong Presidential candidate 
in the national field add to their 
own power and prestige when it 
comes to electing Representatives in 
Congress, or Judges, or county 
officers? This is what they want 
to know first ofall. They weigh 
and study the merits of men named 
for the Presidency, mainly as they 
look forward to the effect on their 
own» particular fortunes in small 
localities. Make them secure’ in 
their own bailiwick and they do not 
so much care who may come or go 
in national politics. As ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN said that the selection of 
postmasters gave him much more 
trouble than the choice of Generals 
for the army, so it’ seems to be true 
that party leaders are often caused 
more concern by the small fry of 
politics than by the great whales,

As 
Mr. FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT said 
the other day, Governor SMITH’s 
record as an executor of the laws 
of New York gives.every indication 
that as President he would enforce 
the.

Obviously, men like Senator JAMES 
REED, Governor RITCHIE and Gover- 
nor SMITH, on account of their per- 
sonal opinions and the hostility 
which they have excited, would feel 
themselves especially bound to use 
every effort for the execution of the 
national Prohibition law. 








PUBLIC CONTROL OF TRANSIT. 


In any plan of transit readjust- 
ment, control and operation must 
play a vital part. Mr. UNTERMYER 
has sent up a trial balloon in the 
shape of a recommendation that the 
unified system should be turned over 
to a Board of Transit Control of 
nine members. Its Chairman would 
be the “ Chairman for the time being 
of the Board of Transportation.” 
This would be JOHN H. DELANEY, 
now busy ‘building the new subways. 
The Controller would be a member 
of the board, and the Mayor would 
appoint a third member. Five others 
would be nominated by the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the Real Estate 
Board and various local Chambers 
of Commerce, and appointed by the 
Transit Commission. The eight so 
selected would choose’an experienced 
operator as the ninth member of the 
board, and he would serve also as 
President of the company.. In this 
way Mr..: UNTERMYER hopes to escape 
the abuses of private control and at 
the same time avoid outright munic- 
ipal operation. 

Already the scheme has met criti- 
cism, éven in the house of its friends. 
Mr. DELANEY would not comment on 
it, but his associate, Mr. RYAN, was 
not so reticent. “I am in favor of 
“Mr. DELANEY’S suggestion of a 


‘'“ year ago for an outside Board of 


“Control,” he remarked, “but I am 
“not committed to the make-up of 
“the proposed board.” Mayor 
WALKER may insjst on a larger city 
representation. Possibly Mr. UNTER- 
MYER hoped that his scheme might 
incidentally serve as a lure to the 
civic associations, which he treated 
rather brusquely in the course_of his 
report. But Mr. Doyle of the Real 
Estate Board frowns. on the pro- 
posal, and the other organizations 
seem anxious to give the matter fur- 
ther thought. 

Undoubtedly there should be a 
larger measure of coordinating au- 
thority than exists today. Mr. 
CHARLES EH, SMiTH, the Controller’s 
expert, commented recently on the 
demoralizing effect of the long bat- 
tles between the city and the com- 
panies. He “wondered whether 
“New York will ever get anywhere 
“with its transportation problem 
“ until it has some sort of public con- 
“trol.” He thought New York might 
follow the example of New Orleans, 
which has a public belt line man- 
aged by a board of sixteen directors, 
seven nominated by local trade or- 
ganizations and nine appointed by 
the Mayor.. Perhaps that. is: where 
Mr. UNTERMYER got his idea, Mr. 
SMITH’s suggestion was informal, 
and he coupled it with the remark 
that New York might be able to 
manage better with a board of five, 
on which the operating companies 
would be represented.

ACCIDENT, NOT FATE. 


Tribute is due to the insight as 
well as zeal of the participants in the 


Chicago. They fit the particular ap- 
peal to the particular problem. For 
the prevention of accidents in indus- 
try the normal approach has: been to 
translate casualties into dollars and 
cents. Against agcidents in the 
home, of which children are the 
principal victims, the obvious. re- 
course is to maternal affection. But 
how it would appear that either ef- 
fort can learn from the other. One 
speaker at Chicago protested against 
addressing business executives solely 
on, the side of the pocket nerve. 
Business. men are, after all, human, 
and should be urged to save, not 
money, but “men, fathers, brothers, 
sons.” In the home, on the other 
hand, women must do more than rely 
on instinctive mother love, They must 
learn ‘to regard themselves as the 
“ safety engineer” in the house. The 
business executive. will be moyed by 
an appeal to his: softer side. ..The 
mother will be flattered to.learn that 
she can control technique above and 
beyond just loving her children. 
Almost as many accidents occur 
in the home as in the street and the 
factory. The home population of 
mothers and children is at any. time 
as large as the industrial and. busi- 
ness population, and young children 
are peculiarly exposed to prevent- 
able .hurt. Stairs, ‘cutting instru- 
ments, stove and matches, and the 
contents of the medicine chest are 
not so closely safeguarded as the 
high-speed factory’: machine under 
modern protective. industrial legisla- 
tion. But if education in this field 
may be expected to cut down casual- 
ties, a much more difficult problem 
arises when the child leaves the pro- 
tection of the home without finding 
the protection of factory laws. ‘The 
child in the street is the outstanding 
victim of the automobile. 

The difficulties of the problem are 
suggested by proposals at Chicago 
to teach “ traffic safety” in the ele- 
mentary schools. The child must be 
taught to develop a sixth sense, the 
safety sense. While that is being at- 
tempted, it is imperative that. the 
question be: tackled from the other 
side. Stern punishment for reckless 
drivers in cases where children have 
been the victims or have been en- 
dangered would be the. surest ap- 
proach to a solution... Supplement 
this with adequate police supervision 
at crossings in the vicinity of schools 
and playgrounds, and with strict en- 
forcement of rules about school 
and play streets, and the strain of 
developing a safety sense will be 
somewhat lessened. The , modern 
child has many other stresses of 
modern life to which to adapt him- 
self, 


WHAT WILL THEY DISCOVER? 


Everywhere the registration at the 
opening of the colleges is at the 
peak, and so is the flood of exhorta- 
tion and advice given to the rush of 
incoming students. This is an an- 
cient and graceful formality, the 
omission of which would be more 
noteworthy than its observance often 
is. One of the best addresses to 
freshmen this year was that by 
President LOWELL of Harvard, who 
told them that they would be over- 
whelmed with advice, to which it 
was his advice that they should pay 
very little attention. He seemed to 
believe that the young. men would 
soon be able to find their own way 
about. Somewhat similar is the atti- 
tude of President HiIBBEN of Prince- 
ton, who on Tuesday urged the new- 
comers at the university to feel as.if 
they were setting out on a voyage. of 
discovery. Naturally, he indicated 
several intellectual and moral ports 
for which he thought they should 
make sail. 

Probably most of. the incoming 
class of any college have their own 
ideas about what they hope to dis- 
cover, Their desired havens are 
pretty well fixed in their minds be- 
fore they go to college. They look 
forward joyously to the lure and ex- 
citement of athletics. If not to be 
on the team, ‘at least to be a part of 
the great spectacle in the stadium is 
their confident expectation. Then 
there are all kinds of social opportu- 
nities and activities within the col- 
lege having nothing to do directly 
with prescribed studies, which are 
the unknown land that many eager 
youths hope to explore. Nor is there 
any denying that they may gain 
much benefit thereby. To rub elbows 
with your fellows, to make warm 
and enduring friendships, to meas- 
ure ability against ability and char- 
acter against character, to exalt 
merit over push or pull, and to be- 
come thoroughly indoctrinated with 
the belief that the best man ought 
to win—surely there can be no prep- 
aration for life in.a démocracy bet+ 
ter than this. Young men cannot 
have it or profit by it too early. It 
is one of the richest gifts which an 
American college is able to

PARKS AND ROADS IN NEW 
JERSEY. 


The. Essex County Park Commis- 
sion of New Jersey has decided to 
oppose in’ the courts any action of 
the State Highway Commission to 
acquire park lands for new roads in 
and about Newark. The Park Com- 
mission has pointed out that the area 
of Essex County is 83,021 acres, of 
which only 3,975-are to be found in 
the parks. Between 1895 and 1927 
the people. of the county contributed 
$10,948,967 for parks. Maintenance 
has cost $7,671,716. Those recrea- 
tion spaces have added about 100 per 
cent. to the value of land in their 
immediate neighborhood. .In taxa- 
tion the return has corresponded, 
and this should be considered when 
the Highway Commission contends 
that it would sometimes be cheaper 
to run a road through park land 
than to make a detour. It claims 
authority in a direction by the Leg- 
islature to construct roads from one 
city or town to another in as near a 
straight line as possible. Also, the 
Highway Commission believes that, 
it has the right to appropriate 
“ parkways,” and without compensa- 
tion. If that is so, it would author- 
ize, in the judgment of lawyers, even 
the taking of the Essex County 
Court House for a “traffic centre” 
in the City of Newark.. 

The Park Commission has juris- 
diction, subject to highway’ condi- 
tions existing. before the taking of 
land for park purposes, of the area 
forming a park or reservation. Thus 
it cannot. keep wheel traffic off the 
valley road running through the Es- 
sex forest reservation, but it can re- 
Strict motor and other vehicles to 
that road. It was apparently the 
purpose of the act creating Park 
Commissions to empower them to 
keep intact territory acquired by 
purchase or.condemnation. That 
right may be set up against the con- 
tention of the Highway Commission 
that the direct line of road construc- 
tion was ordered by the Legislature. 
If the Highway Commission can run 
new roads through parks, it could 
make more than one approach to 
facilitate traffic. Should a park or 
reservation be in the way of several 
highways coming from different 
points of the compass, the result 
would be that the invaded tract 
might cease to be a people’s park. 
Why should the county parks of 
New Jersey be sacrificed to the 
fever for getting somewhere in the 
shortest time? Parks and reserva- 
tions for the people’s recreation 
should be regarded almost as sanc- 
tuaries, where people may rest and 
be relieved of the dread of tragedies 
of the road. Parks are also play- 
grounds. for children. Must the 
motor vehicle be always privileged? 
It seems to be the duty of the Park 
Commissions of Essex and Union 
Counties to resist any design which 
the Highway Commission may have 
upon lands that are held in trust 
for the people. 


GUIDES TO PLAYGOERS. 


Recognizing in theatrical enter- 
tainment a legitimate method of 
recreation, the Church and Drama 
Association also acknowledges a 
change in the times. The Church 
has either disapproved or ignored 
the theatre for so many years that 
the habit was well fixed; but the last 
decade has brought a. new attitude. 
Church papers take note of certain 
dramas, sermons are preached on 
plays from which: a moral may be 
drawn, and actors are welcome in 
congregations, and. even have spe- 
cially provided religious services 
which their odd working hours per- 
mit them to attend. 

Many plays are still produced and 
do. good business with the Church 
protesting at every breath. Last 
year Broadway saw half a dozen 
impure dramas enjoy a rush of busi- 
ness before’ being ‘hauled off to the 
ash can or to jail because the 
Church and the police beat the 
drums for them. The former, what- 
ever the police may do in future, is 
going to try a blanket of silence for 
shows. considered slightly soiled. 
Forbidding something ina loud voice 
has resulted in collecting a crowd, 
most of whom. would never have 
known anything about the serpent 
in their midst if it had not been 
pointed out to them. The Church 
and Drama Association will abandon 
the noisy censorship which has

AUSTRALIA'S ALIENS. 

Americans ‘who have ‘been at- 
tacked in recent years for their pol- 
icy of restricting immigration should 
be interested to learn of the impres- 
sion made on Italian officials by sim- 
ilar methods praeticed in Australia. 
That.country has for years favored 
not only a “ White Australia,” but 
has made special efforts to encour- 
age the immigration of the British 
rather than of other Europeans. -Aus- 
tralia has not only excluded Chinese, 
Japanese, Malays, Hindus and other 
colored. races, but has also discour- 
aged the coming on a large scale of 
most Europeans. In 1923; for exam- 
ple, the total immigration was about 
95,000, of whom’ more than 85,000 
were British. The Italians came 
next—about 1,700. 

While commenting favorably on 
the friendly. reception of the Italians 
in. Australia, the. Italian, Commis- 
sioner General of Immigration sta- 
tioned in that country urged his 
Government not to press the issue. 
He pointed out that the Italian im- 
migrants, who had formerly been 
criticized in the native press, were 
now praised. Thanks to the policy’ 
of the Italian Government to send 
out only suitable emigrants, they 
stood high in the Australian com- 
munity. He feared that to agitate 
for a larger emigration at present 
might run counter to the strongly 
nationalist sentiment in Australia. 
The Australians have not adopted 
the American system of numerical 
restriction of quotas. Their plan is 
selective, giving wide discretion to 
the immigration officials, who may 
impose a dictation test. Whoever is 
subjected to this and fails to write 
out not less’ than fifty words of a 
language prescribed by the regula- 
tions may be barred from admission. 
This test may be applied any time 
within two. years after arrival. It is 
not required of those who are con- 
sidéred by the officials as prospec- 
tively desirable citizens. 

Where the total volume of immi- 
gration is comparatively-small, it is 
not so difficult to apply this sort of 
selective regulation as it would be in 
this country with its hundreds of 
thousands of alien entries. It is to 
the credit of the Australian Govern- 
ment that it has been so little criti- 
cized by foreign associations and 
Governments for its immigration pol- 
icy. One of the paradoxes of the en- 
tire problem has been the failure of 
European exponents of intense na- 
tionalism to understand that the 
countries of the New World might 
also have strongly nationalist feel- 
ings and fear, as do the Australians, 
that the immigration of large num- 
bers of persons coming from coun- 
tries where customs and language 
differ sharply might weaken the de- 
velopment of national consciousness.

He charged the 
investigating committee that recom- 
memded ‘the changes with willfull 
misrepresentation of facts‘in its re- 
port to the assembly. 

He further declared that the report 
of the committee, was delayed, ‘‘in 
violation of the express rules ‘of the 
assembly,” until a time too late for 
the report to be scrutinized with any 
care, suggesting thereby that ithe ac- 
tion was unconstitutional. Dr. 
Machen asserted that the proposed 
reorganization was not a move for 
harmony through the unificatién of 
control, but-was devised to place the 


seminary in the hands of a»minority 
composed of Liberal Fundamen-

Dr. Machen’s Statement. 


“The proposed reorganization of 
Princeton’s theological seminary,”’ 
said Dr. Machen, ‘‘is not a move for

the institution and of putting into 
power a minority that represents, 
with regard to the fundamental ques- 
tions of policy, a radically different 
point of view. 

“Thus if the plan is finally put into 
operation by the General Assembly 
next May, the well-known conserva- 
tive institution, which has had-a con- 
tinuous existence for over a hundred 

years, will be destroyed, and we shall 

ave at Princeton a new institution 
of an entirely different type. The 
distinctive character of the seminary 
has been due simply and solely to 
the conservative majority. in the 
Board of Directors, and the proposed 
substitution of a new governing 
ens would transfer control from 
ee oe conservative majority to 
is now a minority, so that the 
policy of the institution would be re- 
versed. Sueh action would, we think, 
be exceedingly unjust. If thorough- 
going conservatives or evangelicals 
are to be tolerated in the Presby- 
terian Church at all they should be 
allowed to have at least: one theo- 
logical seminary that clearly and un- 
equivocally represents their view.’’ 


Echo of 1926 Controversy. 


The controversy came to a head in 
the General Assembly at Baltimore in

BODY OF GANGSTER 
FOUND IN AN AUTO 


Victim Slain on East Side in 
Bootleg Feud, Police Say, and 
Driven to West 417th, St. 


ONE CENT IN HIS POCKETS 


He Had Serveda Term: for Man- 
slaughter—Nephew of Arrochar, 
S. I., Identifies Body. 


Tony Barbera, a thirty-six-year-old 
Sangster, was found, dead at the 
wheel of an automobile parked in 
front of 445 West 117th Street at 9:10 
o’clock yesterday morning. “He had 
been shot three times through the 
chest ahd once through the right 
arm. There was 1 cent in his pocket. 
The police believe he was murdered 
in a bootlegging feud, but have no 
clue to.the murderer. His body was 
identified at the West 123d Street Po- 
lice Station by his eighteen-year-old 
nephew, James Barbera of 140 Mc- 
Farland Avenue, Arrochar, S. I. 

The body was found by Patrolman 
William Dallard, on duty at a near- 
by. school crossing. Investigating 
what he thought was a man asleep in 
the parked automobile, he stumbled 
upon the murder mystery. The*body 
was slumped over the wheel. There 
was blood on the body and clothing, 
but none in the car, so the police 
believe the man was killed at some 
other place and then driven to the 
spot where the car and body were 
abandoned. Physicians said the 
gangster had been dead about five 
hours when the body was found, 
which would Pus bast) Fite of the mur- 
der about 4 A. M. 

The man wore a dark felt hat, dark 
suit and light yellow chamois gloves. 
An automobile license and a chauf- 
feur’s license in his ket bore the 
name of Samuel Sanders of 257 Rich- 
mond Avenue, Arrochar, S$. T.. The 
body was identified by means of this 
EAs Cby--1-m which is the home of the 
dead man’s parents. They said their 
son had not been home since last De- 
cember. He had recently purchased 
the automobile in which his body was 
discovered. 

Captain Arthur Carey said there 
was little doubt that a lay 
at the bottom of the case s in 
the man’ s pocket bore Seathasne ot 
“‘cases,’’ probably,.cases of rtisky. 
Captain Carey said the murder pro 
abiy had ‘taken plate’ somewhere on 
the. lower east side, where boot- 
leggers and their gunmenhang out. 
Inquiry in the.neighborhood where 
the body was found showed that no 
one had heard shots there. A janitor 
of a near-by house said he saw the 
automobile at 7 o’clock yesterday 
merning, at the same place’ it was 
found later, and that there was a 
man in the front seat, smoking a 
cigar. 

olice fingerprint records showed 
that Barbera had been arrested ten 
times since 1907 under the name of 
Tony Salvatore, and had been con- 
victed twice. In 1911 he was arrested 
on a charge of robbery, but the 
charge was changed to disorderly 
conduct. He was ed $10. In 1914 
he wassentenced’to from eight vears 
and three months to nineteen years 
and six months in Sing Sing’on~a 
charge of manslaughter in connec- 
tion with the death of a man named 
Jerry Maida. His last arrest was last 
February, on_a charge of. attempted 


extortion in Queens, which was.dis- 
missed.

An Outsider Has No Chance to 
. Get Admissions F rom Health 
Employes, He Says. 


BUT HE STANDS BY CHARGE 


Asks. Why. Dr, Harris Kept Silence 
on-Corruption When He Served 
Under Mayor Hylan. 


Magistrate David Hirshfield’s reply 
yesterday to the challenge of Health 
Commissioner Harris and .Chief As- 
sistant District Attorney Pecora ‘to 
furnish any evidence he had of city 
departmental graft was a second let- 
ter. to former Mayor ; Hylan, admit- 
ting he could ‘not furnish ‘evidence. 

Dr. Harris had demanded the evi- 
dence after the. Magistrate, who. was 
formerly Commissioner of Accounts 
under Mayor iylan, had written to 
the latter that graft in the Health 
and other: departments was. worse 
under the Walker Administration 
than it was under Mr. Hylan’s. The 
Magistrate’s second letter said: 

‘Well, : Commissioner Harris does 
not seem to like my letter of yester- 
day. It is all ‘honkey dory’ when 
they can find fault with any one-or 
with.anything during your Adminis- 
tration, but, like a sulky fighter in 
the ring, he does not like a clip on 
his own jaw. 

“Commissioner Harris, with stage 
bravado, challenges me to produce 
evidence of graft in the Department 
of Health at the present time.

The Little River oil pool in the 


Seminole area of Okiahoma has’ been 
extended one-half. mile north ‘of the 
completion of the Pottey well of the 
Gypsy Oil Company, a subsidiary of 
the Gulf Oil Corporation. -The pool 
has been defined on its western side 
by the drilling of- dry holes by the 
Barnsdall Corporation and the Gypsy 
Oil Company, but its limits ‘to’ ‘the 
north, south and east have not been 
established. 

The Seminole area produced 461,000 
barrels of crude oil im ot twenty- 
four hours ended at.7.A. M: on Sept. 
27, or 25,954 barrels sake! than: on 
the previous day. This was due td 
the Little River pool’s increase 
ftom 13,046 barrels to a new. record 
of 39, 000 barrels, the rest of the aréa 
remaining practically unchanged. 

This increase in Little River. pro- 
duction was due.to the opening of 
wells ‘in the district to. determine 
their potential capacity. The Okla- 
homa Corporation Commission, with 
this operation in mind. ruled late on 
Tuesday night that all wells-in the 
pool must be confined to 75 per cent. 
of their capacity... Originally ..the 
wells were to be restricted to 100 
barrels a day, but this restriction 
was raised to 1,000 barrels daily. 
Both rulings were unsatisfactory to 
producers and the Blackwell Oil and 
Gas Company refused to comply with 
any restriction program. owever, 
ne of the new ruling is fore 
cast. ° 

The proration agreement in ‘the 
other Seminole sections is operative 
until Oct. 5, and a meeting of oper- 
ators has been called for Oct. 3 for 
a discussion of plans. It is expected 
now that the Little River pool will 
be discussed with the other pools: -

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Regard- 
les® of decline in prices, the total 
value of American exports for the 
first half of 1927 was the largest 
since 1921, the Foreign Commerce 
Départment of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce declared to- 
day in a special bulletin. These ex- 

fts amounted to more than 

,000, it was pointed out, or 7. 
pe? cent. larger than a year. ago de- 
spite the fac 
rices of seventeen out. of twenty 
eading export commodities - were 
lower than a year ago. 

“Bxports of American finished 
mafufactures,’’ .it _ declared, -‘‘ex- 
ceéded $1,000,000,000 for the first 
time since the first half of 1921, a 
period of inflated prices. 

“Notwithstanding the lower price 
level, gains in value our. fifty 
leading exports were registered by 
22 out of 33 manufactured - products, 
4 out of 7 manufactured foodstuffs, 
4 owt of 5 crude foodstuffs and 3 out 
of 5 raw materials. Su al in- 
crease occurred in experts of grains, 
fruits and nuts, textiles, chemicals, 
machinery and vehicles; timber, 
sawmill products _and non-ferrous 
metals. orts of meat, lard and 
petroleum products fell off. 

‘““The foreign demand for American 
cotton was the heaviest in years. 
Germany was the largest buyer of our 
cotton, more than doubling her pur- 
chases of last year. 

“Russia, C ,. Hongkong and 
Japan also eatly increased their 
purchases of cotton. Despite the 
drop in the price the huge volume 
shipped abroad brought the total 
value up to $377,000,000, or $55,000,- 
000 more than last year. 

‘The value of exports of automo- 
biles, parts and accessories, except 
tires, was $212,078,000, nearly 23 per 
cent. higher than last year, setting 
a new high-water mark for a six 
months’ period. 

“During this period we exported 
45,833,000 bushels of wheat as com- 
pared with 27,857,000 a year ago, an 
increase of 65 per cent. in volume. 
The average export price was $1.50 
a bushel, 3 cents lower than last 
year, the total value amounting to 
oe as against $42,576, in 
“With a decrease of 71 cents a 
barrel, exports of wheat flour made 
a 2 per cent. gain in value from 
$30,985,000 to $38,189,000. Exports of 
coal-tar products almost doubled in 
value, increasing from $5,890, to 
$10, ,000, a gain of 97 per cent. 

“Btriking increases in quantity in- 
cluded iron ore, 51 per cent.; iron 
and. steel scrap, 68 per cent.; lead 
pigs, bars, &c., 54 per cent.; — 4 
razor blades, 67 per cent.; oil well 
machinery, 82 per cent.; accounting 
and calculating machines, 44 per 
cent.; air compressors, 48 per cent.; 
electric lamps, 41 per cent.; auto- 
mobile tires, 87 per cent.; cameras, 
74 per cent.; ‘doors, 62 per cent.;

In 
quantity exports of corn declined 37 
per cent, hams and shoulders 39 per 
cent., bacon 35 per cent, freight 
cars 52 per cent, and harvesters and 
binders 52 per cent.”’ 


AMERICANS GO TO CANADA. 


Provide Greatest Number of !mmi- 
grants In Last Five Months. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 28 (*).—The 
United States contributed the great- 


est number of immigrants to Canada 
during the last.five months, analysis 
of immigration returns revealed to- 
day. In that period 12,387 Americans 
Gnlered the Dominion, as against 
10,996 in the corresponding period 
last year.

. themselves was announced last night 
by Dr. Henry Moskowitz, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the 
American Ort Reconstruction Fund 
and a member of the Executive 
Board of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee as he sailed on the Mauretania 
for a tour of the Jewish colonies in 
Eastern Europe and Russia. 

“The credit corporation has been 
organized under the supervision of 
the New York State Banking Depart- 
ment and marks a distinctly new 
departure in methods of administer- 
ing relief,’ Dr. Moskowitz said. 
“Through it, relatives of im- 

verished peasants in Europe will 

e able to send their kin money and 

- machinery to operate their farms and 
businesses without having to pay 
their contribution in a lump sum. 
The credit corporation will assume 
the loan and the relative in America 
will make time payments at an in- 
terest rate that will, just cover costs 
of operation.
